W« gira below a letter written 
bjf tho Hod. S. A. Douglu, which is 
erideotlj a bid for tbe Presidency. The 
' letter was written after several days of 
close sad deliberate cooncelling with his 
I friends, and is no doubt intended to sup- 
plant Mr. Outhrie in New York and 
Pennsylvania, and other free States. 

WAsnmoTON, June 22, 1859. 

Mt Dxar Sir; I have received your 
latter enquiring whether my friends are 
at liberty to present my name to the 
Charleston Convention for tbe Presiden 
tial nomination. Before this question 
can be finally determined, it will be ne- 
cessary to understand distinctly upon 
what issues tho canvass is to be con- 
ducted. If, (as I hare full faith they 
will) the Democratic party shall deter- 
mine, in the Presidential election of 
1860 to adhere to the principles em 
bodied in the compromise measures of 
1850, and ratified by the people in the 
Presidential election of 1852, and re- 
affirmed in the Kansas-Nebraska act of 
1854,^and incorporated into the Cincin-; 
nati platform of 1856, as expounded by 
Mr. Buchanan in bis letter accepting the 
nomination, and approved by the people 
in his election ; in that event niy friends 
will be at liberty to present my name to 
the convention if they see proper to do 
so. If, on the contrary, it shall become 
the policy of the Democratic party 
(which I cannot anticipate) to repudiate 
these, their time-honored principles, on 
which we have achieved so many patri- 
otic triumphs — and in lieu of them the 
convention shall interpolate into the 
creed of tbe party, such new issues, as 
the revival of the African slave trade, or 
a Congressional slave code for tbe Ter- 
ritories ; or the doctrine that the Con- 
stitution of the United States either es- 
tablishes or prohibits slavery in tho Ter 
ritories beyond the power of the people 
legally to control it as other property ; 
— it is due to candor to say that in such 
an invent I could not accept tbe nomi-l 
nation, if tendered to me.

The Louisville Courier speaks out this 
plainly and unequivocally, with Mr, D- 
and his letter ; 

“There can be but one opinion about 
the character of this letter so far as the 
slavery question is concerned. It is an 
attempt at evasion too palpabable to de- 
ceive any one. We all know what con- 
struction Mr. Douglas puts upon the 
compromise measure of 1850, the Demo- 
cratic platform of 1852, the Kansas Ne- 
braska act of 18.54, tbe Cincinnati plat- 
form of 1856, and the letter of accept- 
ance of Mr. Buchanan, so far as the 
question of slavery is concerned. He 
approaches each of them as a squatter 
sovereign, and construes them as a sove - 1 
rign squatter. He has placed his squat- 
ter sovereignty views of them, upon re- 
cord in his speeches at Freeport, Alton, 
and in the United States Senate. The 
following exracts from the speeches 
named, leave no room for doubt upon 
this subject : 

extract from UR. Douglas' frexport 
BPE icn. 

In my opinion, the people of a Terri- 
tory can by lawful means, exclude sla- 
very before it comes iu as a State. 

* * ^ 

Whatever the Supreme Court may 
hereafter decide as to the abstract ques- 
tion of whether slavery may go in under 
the Constitution or not, the people of a 
Territory have the lawful means to admit 
it (slavery) or exclude it, as they please, 
for the reason that slavery cannot exist 
a day or an hour, anywhere, unless sup- 
ported by local police regulations, fur- 
nishing remedies and means for enforc- 
ing the right of holding slaves. These 
local and police regulations can only be 
furnished by the Local Legislature. If 
the people of the Territory arc opposed 
to slavery, they will elect members to 
the Legislature who will adopt un- 
friendly legislation to it. If they are 
for it, they will adopt the Legislative 
measures friendly to slavery. Hence, 
no matter what may be the decision of 
the Supreme Court on that abstract 
question, still the right of the people to 
make it a slave Territory or a free 'Terri- 
tory is perfect and complete under the 
Nebraska bill. 

extract from his speech at ALTON. 

“If you take negroes to Kansas, you 
must take them there subject to the local 
law. If the people want the institution 
of slavery they will protect and encour- 
age it; but if they do not want it they 
will withhold that protection, and tho 
absence of local legislation protecting 
slavery excludes it as completely as a 
positive prohibition." 

EXTRACT FROM HIS SPEECH IN THE 
UNITED STATES SENATE. 

“ If there is anything peculiar about 
slave property, requiring peculiar pro- 
tection, it was the misfortune of its own- 
ers, and the absence of legislation for its 
protection would as effectually exclude | 
it from a Territory as a Constitutional I 
prohibition. t * * The Constitu- ■ 

tioD provided no remedy fur stealing' 
slaves or any other property ; and no 
kind of property could be protected in a 
Territory without Territorial law pro- 
viding remedies and penalties. I would 
leave all kindi of property to the action 
of Ipeal Territorial laws."

“ Indeed," replied Mr. Greeley, “ I 
am happy to hear such sentiments, and 
to sec such men as yourself and Col. 
where I did not expect the least 



sympathy in this land, where the in 
iquity of the nation is so firmly rooted. 
God be praised, the work goes bravely 
on."

Cbap. LXXXVIII. — An Act malting 

Appro priationt fur the Payment of In 

valid and other Ptntione of the United 

Sfalet for the year ending the thirtieth 

of June, eighteen hundred and tixty. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Houte 
of Repreunialive* of the United St(tte*of 
America in Conareu attemhled, That the 
following sums be, and the tame are here- 
by, appropriated, out of any money in 
the treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
for tbe payment of pensiont for the year 
ending the thirtieth of June, eighteen 
hundred and sixty. 

For invalid pensions under various 
acts, four hundred and thirty thousand 
dollars. 

For pensions under acta of the eigh- 
teenth March, eighteen hundred and 
eighteen, fifteenth May, eighteen hundred 
and twenty eight, and seventh June, 
eighteen hundred and thirty two, forty 
thousand dollars. 

For pensions to widows of those who 
served in the Revolutionary War, under 
the third section of the act of fourth 
July, eighteen hundred and thirty-six, 
the acts of seventh July, eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty-eight, third March, eigh 
teen hundred andforly-three, seventeenth 
June, eighteen hundred and forty-four, 
second February and twenty-ninth July, 
eighteen hundred and forty-eight, and 
seeond section act of third February, 
eighteen hundred and fifty-three, two 
hundred and fourteen thousand dollars. 

For pensions to widows and orphans, 
under first section act fourth July, eigh- 
teen hundred and thirty-six, act of twen- 
ty first July, eighteen hundred and forty 
eight, first section act of third February, 
eighteen hundred and fifty three, and 
under special acts, fifty thousand dollars. 

For navy invalid pensions, two thou 
sand dollars. 

For navy pensions to widows and or- 
phans, under act of eleventh August, 
eighteen hundred and forty eight, one 
hundred and fifteen thousand dollars. 

For privateer invalids, one thousand 
dollars. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, 
That in all cases of application for the 
payment of pensions to invalids under 
the several laws of Congress granting 
pensions to invalids, the affidavit of two 
surgeons or physicians, whose credibility 
as such shsll be certified by the raagia 
trnte before whom the affidavit is made, 
stating the continuance of the disability 
for which rite pension vnre- trrtghnrHy 
granted (describing it) and the rate of 
such disability at the time of making the 
affidavit, shall accompany the appliea 
tion of the first payment, which shall fall 
due upon a day in the fiscal year for 
which provision is made herein, to be de- 
clared by the Secretary of the Interior, 
and at the end of every two years there- 
after; and if in case of continued disabil- 
ity it shall be stated at a rate below that 
for which the pension was originally 
granted, the applicant shall only be paid 
at the rate stated in the affidavit ; J'ro- 
tided, That where the pension shall have 
been originally granted for a total disa- 
bility, in consequence of the loss of a 
limb, or other cause which cannot, either 
in whole or in part be removed, the above 
affidavit shall not be necessary to entitle 
the applicant to payment. 

Approved, March 3, 1859.

That the 
vacancies in the Board of Regents of the 
Smithsonian Institution of the class oth 
er “than members of Congress” be filled 
by the appointment of Alexander Dallas 
Bache, a member of the National Insti- 
tute and resident in the city of Wa.sh- 
ington, and George E. Badger, of the 
State of North Carolina. 

Approved, January 17, 1859. 

[No. 2 ] Joint Resolution authorizing 
lotcnsend Parris, United Stales Con 
sul-Gencral at Japan, and H. C. J. 
heusken, his Interpreter, respectively, 
to accept a Snuff box from her Majesty 
the Queen of England. 

Resolved by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled. That 
Townsend Harris, United States Consul 
General in Japan, and H. C. J. Heusken 
be, and they are hereby authorized, to 
accept, respectively, from the Queen of 
England a snuff box bearing her Majes- 
ty's cypher, which it is the intention of 
the Queen to offer to each as a mark of 
her gratitude for assistance rendered by 
them to Lord Elgin in his negotiation of 
a treaty between Great Britain and Ja- 
pan. 

Approved, January 25, 1859. 

[No. 4 ] A Resolution authorizing the 
Secretary of the Treasury to convey a 
Portion of the Government Lot on 
tchich (he United States Court House 
stands in Rutland, Vermont, in ex- 
change for other Land adjoining said 
Lot. 

Resolved by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
Amerirxtin Congress assembled. That the 
Secretary of the Treasury be, and he ia 
hereby authorized and empowered, to 
convey to .John B. I’agc, Esq., of Rut- 
land in the State of A’ermont so much 
from the east side of the lot of land on 
which the United States court-house and 
post nffic* stands in said Rntland, as in 



the opinion of the said Secretary will 
not be required for the use of the gov- 
ernment, in exchange for other land, of 
equal area on the north side of and ad- 
joining said government lot, without cost 
to the government, aod to give aud re- 
ceive deeds to and from the said John 
B Page for the lands so given and 
ceived in exchange.

tions of the dimensions and plan of the 
custom house building constructing at 
Galveston, Texas, as ho may deem best 
and as petitioned for by the people of 
Galveston: Provided the cost, when com- 
pleted, does not exceed the amount a! 
ready appropriated; and provided ft/rther 
that the consent in writing of the e«n 
tractors and their sureitics for the con 
struction of said custom house to such 
alterations shall be first had and deliver- 
ed to the Secretary of tbe Treasury.

Resolved by the Senate and House 
of Rrpresentativi s of the United Afotes of 
America in Congress assembled. That the 
trade in tobacco with Great Britain, 
France, Spain, Portugal, Austria, Brazil 
and other foreigjj nations, is clogged 
with restrictions and limitation.s wholly 
inconsistent with that fair and reciprocal 
condition of commerce which ought to 
exist between the United States and those 
nations respectively, and is therefore un- 
satisfactory to the Sf.Ttcs of Virginia, 
Kentucky, Maryland, North Carolina, 
Missouri, Tennessee, Ohio, and Connect 
iout, and other tobacco growing States, 
in which that article is an important, if 
not the chief, staple of agricultural pro- 
duction. 

2d. RrioZrrif, That it is the duty of
